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PRETACE 
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The Bureau has long been handicapped in the presentation 
of its results by the lack of a monthly publication in which to bring 
together the latest information relating to salient economic trends. 
This has been available hitherto only in the “Quarterly Summary" end 
in monthly press notices dealing with individual subjects. This n6w 
"Monthly Review" is intended to fill the gap, by supplying up-to-date 
statistics in handy form to the financial, .commercial and industrial 
world and to the public at large. 


The present issue is partly experimental. Plans are 
already in progress for expediting the collection of many of the 
monthly series, and the scope of the "Review" will be extended in suc- 
ceeding issues. The next issue will include, in 
of imports by major economic classes, exports of chief commodities, 
further data on building permits, and indexes of prices and production 
in certain oversea countries; while more space will be devoted to 
graphs. Should the "Review" meet with the approval of the public it 


is hoped to present it ultimately in printed forn.

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WHOLESALE TRADE. 


Some indication of fluctuations in the value of wholesale trade is given by 
the returns made under the Sales Tax Acts, but care must be exercised in interpreting 
the figures. The returns do not relate to all wholesale trade, nor do they cover a con 
stant proportion of all trade. The effects of legislative and administrative changes o 
the recorded values of taxable and exempt goods respectively are somewhat uncertain, 
although total recorded sales are affected in smaller degree by such changes. Insuffic 
ent information is available to enable adjustments to be made to the crude figures on 
this account. Except where such changes are indicated, the “preliminary” figures are 
fairly comparable with one another, but they ere not directly comparable with the Pits 
figured.
